Wet/Dry ruling expected March 9 


The ongoing battle concerning 
the results of the recent wet-dry 
election in the city of Elba went back 
to the courtroom last week as 
supporters of the legalized sale of 
alcoholic beverages presented 
arguments to Circuit Judge Gary 
McAliley in an attempt to have the 
election challenge filed after the 
November vote. 


Elba attorney Bill Stokes, 
representing a group of local citizens 
who filed a lawsuit demanding a new 
election due to *‘malconduct, fraud 
or corruption’’ present at the original 
election in November, 1986, 
requested Judge McAliley overrule 
the earlier judgment of former Judge 
Sam Adams, who dismissed the suit 
upon request by the city. 


Adams stated the plaintiffs failed 
tocomply with the rules of procedure 
in the filing of the original suit and 
further stated the circuit court didn’t 
have the jurisdiction over the case 
since election contests apply only to 
elections involving political office. 

Judge McAliley listened to both 
sides and stated he would issue a 
ruling on March 9.

Alabama's unemployment rate 
advanced from 9.6 percent in 
December to 10.0 percent in 


January, according to officials of the 


Alabama Dept. of Industrial 
Relations, The year-ago rate 
measured 9.7 percent, January's

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“The KKK was the subject of a lawsuit in Mobile, Ala., after men - allegedly 
members of the United Klans-of America - were convicted of killing a young 
black man. The suit was successful in getting a $7 million judgment against 
the organization. News headlines called it the end of the klan because the 
large payment would ruin them: we think that is a bit premature. First, the 
money hasn't been paid yet. Secondly, it is awful hard to trace the ties of 
such organizations, Third, if they have to pay, the same people can call 
themselves something else and continue their hatred. The KKK has shown 
its ugly head in most, if not all, communities, and no doubt will continue to do 
soin some form or another. They don’t have the clout nor the following of the 
early 1900's, but it only takes a few bad apples to mess up the whole barrel. 


The family farm is still in trouble in spite of an annual $26 billion federal 
subsidy. We don’t know the answer, but the evidence is glaring that 
something is bad wrong. We are really concerned with the thought that 
farming will become solely the business of huge corporations; yet that may be 
the only way to get the government out of the farming business. The big 
companies would control prices and supply with cold hard business decisions, 
and would eliminate the love that family farmers employ when they plow the 
ground and plant those soybeans, knowing they have only a slim chance of 
making any money at the current market price. 


Anews article in the papers this week indicates the bookmakers in Las Vegas 
have asked permission of state officials to ‘‘put a line’’ on the odds of Oral 
Roberts getting his $4.5 million on donations by his self-imposed March 
deadline. You recall Roberts said God would call him home if he didn’t get 
the donations. We have already commented on that idea. Now we are 
intrigued with the betting angle. First, we didn’t know they had to get 
government approval to ‘‘set a line’ or whatever. Then we start speculating 
over the odds and such. We aren’t a prospect on this bet, but if we were, 
would get on the side that says he will make it. There may be some creative 
bookkeeping, but he can’t afford to admit he didn’t get the money and didn’t 
die either.

Since I ain’t heard nothing, it means my bankers must wait 
another year for the next drawing for ten million. Oh well, the tax rate will be 
lower when I win mine, because it drops to 28 percent next year!

Loan Deadlines 
For Farmers Is 
March 31 


Farmers seeking disaster 
emergency loans from the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture’s 


Farmers Home Administration for 
crop losses in 1987 will need to have 
crop insurance if it is available, 
FmHA Administrator Vance L. Clark 
said recently. 

**All family-size farmers should 
be aware that a newly-effective pro- 
vision of the 1985 farm bill prohibits 
emergency loans for crop losses that 
could have been insured by the 
Federal Crop Insurance 
Corporation,’’ said Clark. 

‘Therefore, l urge every family- 
size farmer to seriously consider this 
new relationship between insurance 
coverage and  emergency-loan 
eligibility.’’ 

Federal Crop Insurance is now 
available for all wheat, corn, barley, 
grain sorghum, oats, upland cotton, 
and rice, plus an additional 35 
speciality crops in most growing 
areas. The government subsidy 
reduces the program costs by about 
50 percent, Clark said, making crop 
insurance a worthwhile option to 
consider regardless of the newly- 
required tie-in with emergency loan 
eligibility. 

If a farmer obtains the insurance 
required, and if the value of his crop 
loss is still 30 percent or more after 
the insurance payment, the 
operation will be eligible for 
consideration for an emergency loan. 

Effective January 1, 1987, the 
new requirement affects crops 
planted in 1987, and thus will not 
affect winter wheat or other winter- 
seeded crops planted in 1986 and 
harvested in 1987. Insurance must 
be multiple-peril, covering most 
forms of disaster, rather than hail- 
only. 

The closing date for insurance 
sales on spring-planted crops in 


‘Mississippi, Alabama, and Louisiana 


is March 31. However, the date is 
February 28 for potatoes in 
Alabama. Because of these dates 


and the fact that a prevented- 
planting endorsement for eligible 
crops must be elected 45 days prior 
tosales closing, Clark urged farmers 
to contact their local insurance 
agents promptly. 

Information is also available at 
FCIC field offices and through most 
county offices of the Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
Service.

I've found it real hard to find 
anything good to say about the 
weather we have had lately. I guess 
if I were an eternal optimist I could 
Say it's been super for business - for 
shops selling car radiators and 
batteries, and for plumbers, and for 
stores specializing in woolen 
long-handles. 

If | were a romanticist (or a liar) I 
could say how it’s made us a 
closer-knit family - five days together 
with a sick, snoring husband and 
loud-music-playing teenage son, 

But being the realist | am, my 
cold weather list was running real 
short’ on the pro side. That is, until 
the morning I ran out with the 
garbage and a sheet of ice formed 
quickly on my moist hand, My plans 
for spending the day by the fire, 
good book in hand, and serving hot 
dogs for supper were scrapped 
immediately.

Why, the failure to do so in our 
lineage has always.been equated 
with adultery and child abuse, a 
depth lower than that ascribed to 
Jezebel. 

Let me be quick to point out that 
while Linherited from my mother the 
soup-making duty, | was not blessed 
with her overall culinary ability nor 
her love of cooking in general. As a 
rule I hate cooking and for good 
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reason; people hate suffering 
through my attempts at it. Fail-proof 
mixes lose their reputations at my 
hand. Jello won't firm when | am the 
one who adds the water, Why, I can’t 
successfully serve a pre-opened Pop 
Tart. 

But cooking soups - now that's a 
different matter. It's as if the gods 
smiled on me and let me have a little 
luck with soups since I love them so 
much myself. Cream soups, 
gumbos, chowders - you name them 
-- Lcould live regally on them alone. 

I determined early that my 
offspring would also learn to view 
soups as gourmet fare. To condition 
my firstborn's palate, | mixed his 
Strained green beans, carrots and 
meats (along with his pudding just to 
save time) in his feeder and thrilled 
when he gulped it at near-choking 
speed, 

My book-minded daughter was 
never satisfied till we actually 
scrubbed smooth stones and cooked 
them with our vegetable soup as in’ 
her favorite story, ‘Stone Soup."’ 
And with my lastborn kindergartener 
Ispent hours forming words with the 
pasta alphabets from canned soup, 
dedicated to gradually easing him 
into the soup habit also, 

I think I’m akin to the stranger 
my daughter loved in the olf “Stone 
Soup’’ tale who encouraged the 
villagers to begin with a stone and 
continuing adding variqus ard 
sundry ingredients until they had a 
huge brimming potful of delicious 
soup to be shared and relished by 
many. 

On 


this most recent of soup- 


making days, the freezing day when 
all reason for arising had seemed 
lost, | began my soup by taking from 
the freezer one large chicken for 
making the stock. And then I thought 
of my sick neighbor down the road 
and decided to make it two fryers 
instead. As I started to put in a 
Single quart of tomatoes I thought of 
my son and daughter now living in 
apartments and trying to exist on the 
watery substance found in cans and 
sung about on television as ‘Soup is 
good food.'’ I doubled the tomatoes. 

When adding the potatoes, corn 
and lima beans, I thought of other 
cold or lonely people, and it seemed 
a shame not to add extra for them 
also. I kept having to divide into 
other pots and pans until the 
delicious finished product stood 
bubbling on all four stove eyes and 
the aroma filled the entire house. 

It was late and the wind was 
fierce when I returned from 
delivering the hot gifts in covered 
bowls and insulated containers, We 
three remaining sat at table with the 
steaming soup as the brown crust 
cornbread came from the oven, All 
thoughts of cold and chill had been 
chased from the warm fragrant 
kitchen. | was preoccupied with the 
vision of the whole country sitting 
down to hot soup on this cold night, 
just as Mama had always decreed 
they indeed should. 

At that moment there was no 
doubt in my mind, the best thing 
about this cold weather was the 
Necessity of Soup-Making!
